REFUGEE AID RFIQUESTED--Geneva, August 17--More than 450,000 refugees have been 
officially counted in Angola, according to an official Angolan note requesting 
assistance from to United Nations High Commissioner for Refugees (UNHCR), an in- 
formed source at the U.N. said here today. Most of the refugees were said in the 
note to have fled the southern part of the country to escape zttacks launched from 
‘South African soil. The note added that in addition to 452,000 refugees who have 
inst-'!led themselves in central Angola, there were nearly 265,000 persons livin; 
in precarious economic conditions following their move, the note said. UNHCR does 
not have a mandate to help persons displaced inside their own country. (A.F.P.)

Doe told Mr. Lawrence "as 
you have been here before, 
there is no doubt on my mind 
that you are aware of the 
fact that the security task 
here is of such that re- 
quires men of integrity, 
aonesty and wno are diligent 
to duty.” 

Col. Doe went on “we are 
here as representatives of 
the PRC's Government; and as 
such, we must do away with 
anything that will. tend to 
lisunite us, thereby defeat- 
ing our common purpose." 

Responding,Lt.Col.Lawrence, 
praised the C-I-C for his 
farsightedness and wise 
judgement which enabled him 
to take time off his busy 
schedule to carefully 


examine the issue which led 


to his “unlawful dismissal”.

SEAMEN'S UNION SEEKS REVIEW OF MARITIME LAWS

The National 
Ports and General Workers’ 
Union of Liberia has 
appealed to government to 
set up a committee to review 
the nation's maritime laws 
and regulations which are 
against the interest of Li- 
berian seamen. 

The union said such a 
review is necessary to en- 
able shipping managements 
and labour union to 
negotiate and bargain for 
wages here in Liberia. 

The appeal was made Wed- 
nesday by three union's 
officials in an interview 
with the NEW LIBERIAN. The 
officials are G.T. Tarbah, 
president; John D. Barlone, 
assistant maritime director; 
and Nando Zeno, internatio- 
nal consultant. 

To be called the Liberian 
shipping lines industrial 
committee, the officials 


said the proposed body should 


comprise of government re- 
prcsentatives, shipping 
managements and the seamen 
union. slid 
They proposed that the 
committee, if established, 
should also study the possi-

bility as to how government 
could generate revenues on 
seamen, training programme 
for seamen, recruitment of 
graduates from LAMCO nau- 
tical school, and insurance 
scheme for Liberian seamen. 

The committee should also 
find a reputable bank in the 
country where Liberian 
seamen could reserve half of 
their monthly pay, coupled 
«.*h allotments for their 
families. 

On the question of monthly 
pay for seamen,the officials 
said the maritime law does 
not empower the Liberian 
Maritime Bureau to determine 
wages for the crew. 


They said only labour 
organization representing 
seamen and shipping com- 
panies can bargain ..,: for 


seamen,which includes condi- 
tion of service that would 
not be below’ Liberian 

maritime policies. 

The union's officials also 
reacted to last month's 
statement made in a local 
newspaper by Maritime Commis- 
sioner Phillip T. Bowen that 
“one ship owrer recently 
asked for 500 seamen, and if

we had them there could be 
500 jobs." 

The officials described 
this statement as not in the 
best interest of the 
Liberian seamen because, 
according to them,statistics 
from 1972 - 80 showed that 
the Ministry of Poreign 
Affairs issued 3,000 pass- 
ports to Liberian seamen, 
meaning that 3,000 seamen 
in different categories have 
been registered. 

They also challenged the 


-ommissioner to publish the 
ruling of the case for which 
two Liberian seamen were 
charged with mutiny aboard a 
vessel owned by Gulf oil. 

Regarding the statement 
made by Commissioner Bowen 
that the problem of discip- 
line and respect for dignity 
of labour had prevented 
Liberian from having 
thousands of its citizens 
lucratively employed at sea, 
the union officials descri- 
bed it as "an insult to the 
Liberian workers." 

They said the union has 
direct statistics on Libe- 
rian merchant mariners who 


are working on vessels fly- 


ing Liberian flag live m/v 
Pluto, F©vineke and Duto, 
where they have respected 
the dignity of labour. 

They pointed out that Libe- 
rian seamen on these vessels 
as AB and oilers make more 
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than’$1,000 a month, includ- 
ing overtime. 
They noted that even the 


Greek captain of m/y Pluto, 
Mr.Psingel Ioannis, had told 
the union officials that Li- 
berian seamen are thus far 


the best in Africa. 

The union officials then 
warned the Maritime Bureau 
to desist from what they 
called “such abuse to Libe- 
rian seamen - and the entire 
nation." They also called 
on Commissioner Bowen to 
furnish them the address of 
the company which as re- 
quested for 500 seamen so 
that the seamen could -be 
recruited immediately. 

They frowned on keeping em- 
ployment possibilities for 
Liberian seamen by the Mari- 
time Bureau at this time 
when government is finding 
avenues to reduce unemploy- 
ment rate in the country. 

The of.icials said this isa 
threat to the economy of the 
country, because unemploy- 
ment is government's first 
enemy . 

They said the greatest aim 
of their union is to rake 
the decade of the 80s “the 


age of navigation" to pro- 
vide jobs for the un- 
employed. "This would be 


our genuine contribution to 
the Liberian Revolution,” 
they said. 





PROFESSIONAL CULTURAL TROUPE WILL BE CREATED

A professional National 
cultural Troupe, aimed at 
senerating funds to sustain 
its operation while at the 
same time promoting the Li- 
berian cultural heritage, is 
to be organized shortly by 
the Netional Bureau of Cul- 
ture and Tourism. 

The troupe will replace 
the present National Cultu- 
ral Troupe, according to a 
short range projection for 
the expansicn of culture and 
tourism prepared by the 
Director General of the Na- 
tional Culture and Tourism 
Bureau. 

Accerding to the short 
range plan, since the crea- 
tion of the Bureau of Folk- 
ways within the then Depart- 
ment of Interior, now Local 
Government, up to the 
present, the cultural pro- 
gramme has been relying 
heavily on government assis- 
tanc2 (finance). 

The plan attributed this 
reliance to the lack of ini- 
tiatives on the part of the 
authorities at the time, 
coupled with foreign con- 


tracts, and the poor moral 
support given the bureau by 
erstwhile administrations. 

It cited as example, that 
in other West African na- 
tions, specifically Guinea 
and Senegal, the cultural 
troupe is .20t only self- 
financed, but also a source 
of revenue to these coun- 
tries. 

"In the past, there exist- 
ed no possibility of signing 
contracts because members of 
the various troupes, includ- 
ing the national troupe were 
amateurs, and students in 
the majority," the document 
said. 

The new troupe, to be 
called “The Liberian Cul- 
tural Messengers” will em- 
bark on periodical stints 
abroad for periods lastinc 
up to six months, in order 
to realize maximum profit 
from foreign travels, unlike 
in the past when the 
troupe’s abroad were mainly 
non-financial. 

Already, the document 
said, a travel contract to 
the United States of America 





CSO: 


(Ohio and Michigan States ) 
has been signed and the tour 
is to run from June to 
August, 1982. 

The document explained 
that all funds generated 
from foreign tours shall be 
transferred to Liberia or 
deposited in foreign banks 
through the Liberian Embass;} 
in the country involved, 

In countries where local 
currencies cannot be trans- 
ferred, according to the do- 
cument, the funds will be 


used to purchase food 
stuffs, vehicles, agcricul- 
tural equipment, and 


educational materials. 

Apart from money making, 
the new troupe shall also 
endeavour to end the widely 
held concept that Liberia is 
in fact a colony of the U.S. 
It shall through dances and 
dramas portray the true Li- 
berian cultural heritage, 
the document said. 

To kick off the new 
troupe, the Bureau of 
Culture and Tourism shall 
stage a National Festival in 
April 1982 in which cultural 
troupes from the various 
counties and territories 
will vie for a national 
trophy. 

However, the document said 
the new National Cultural 
Troupe, the Cultural Ambas- 
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sadors and «Se Pan African 
Ballets shall be used exclu- 
Sively for exhibition during 
the festival. 

Additionally, Libderians' 
favorite games like checker, 
chess, ludo, traditional 
checker, among others, shall 
also form part of the na- 
tional festival next April, 
the document said. Trophies 
will be awarded to winners. 

Under the new short range 
plan, the national cultural 
center shall be refurnishea, 
meaning the construction of 
additional huts at the cen- 
ter, and the securing of 
more ceremonial mask dan- 
cers to entertain guests 
weekly at the center. 

The Besao cultural village 
shall also be refurnished 
under the programme with the 
construction of an amphi 
theatre and an auditorium, 
together with the construc- 
tion of more traditional 
huts with necessary factli- 
ties (water, bath, toilets) 
to house guests visiting the 
village. 

At the Providence Island, 
repair works will be carried 
out on the building allocat- 
ed for the National Museum, 
together with the purchasing 
of more artifacts and 
pictures on Liberian 
History ..., the document 
said.

Ye said government would 
not tolerate power struggles that impede progress at the expense of the working 
force. Major Duopu called on labour unions to cooperate with the Ministry of 
Labour to ensure that the objective of the workers' education programme is 
achieved.

AGRICULTURAL TASK FORCE--The Ministry of Agriculture has set up a special task 
force to monitor and coordinate the activities of its personnel at Agricultural 
porjects around the country.

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OUTJO SETTLEMENT FALLS PREY TO WAR, DROUGHT

OUTIO, ON the 
northwestern front of 
SWA’s White farming com- 
munity and youngest of the 


three sides, Outjo has become 
the frontline area in the 
bushwar infiltration from 
Angola. 

Intended as a solution to the 
depopulation of the farms in 
the “priority zone”, the reset- 
tlement scheme introduced last 
year by the Central Govern-

of previous 
segregated land settlement and 
apartheid’s benevolence to a 
land-hungry. Afrikaner com- 
munity, Outjo is today 
bleeding under the scalpel of 
what is seen to be a national 
experiment in reverse dis- 
crimination. 

The effects of the war, the 
drought, and of Black 
encroachment in the farmland 
resulted ia a special meeting 
this week attended by all 
representative organisations in 
Outjo, and addressed by Mr 
Jannie de Wet, ex- 


‘Commissioner ‘General for 


Owambo and presently MEC 
acting for Agriculture in the 
Administration for Whites. 

Startling facts and a dark 
picture revealed themselves at 
that meeting and during the 
next 48 hours when the 
Windhoek Advertiser accom- 
panied a _ contingent of 
representatives of the local 
press. 

These serve to tell the tale of 
the demise of White settler 
agriculture in its traditional 
form. - 


Of Outjo’s 531 farms, 183 
stand empty and a further 24 
are up for sale. 258 are still oc- 
cupied by Whites, 32 have 
been resettled by White and 34 
by Black farmers under the 
priority resettlement scheme, 
with reports of a further 46 be- 
ing presently: under option for 
sale to Black buyers. 

In the town of Outjo, the 
White school population has 
halved, fewer subjects are be- 
ing Offered to scholars and 


40 private units stand vacant 
in Outjo while the decrease in 

farm workers from 
2.000 in 1976 to 1 000 today 


has led to overcrowding 
coupled with unemployment in 
the Black township, where the 
municipality is doing its best 
to create housing with shrink- 
ing funds at its disposal. 

Town Clerk Mr Gerrie 
Lemmer predicted that 30 to 
40 percent of the Municipal 
staff “will one day have to be 
retrenched”, and where the 
normal electrician contingent 
of five has shrunk. to one, that 
one is being underutilised. 

The Outjo Municipality no 
longer gives out tenders but 
does all work directly. 

Even if it rains, 31 percent 
of Outjo’s total land surface 
will re~ ~*~ virtually useless as

a result of the advanced stage 
of bush encroachment. 

Mr Lemmer pointed out 
that Outjo’s approximately 
1500 Whites are entirely 
dependent on  agniculture. 
There are no mines in the dis- 
trict, and if agriculture col- 
lapses. so does the town. 


COLLAPSING 

And agriculture is collaps- 

ing. 
Some 31 percent of the total 
land surface (which represents 
a higher proportion of actual 
grazing) has become virtually 
useless as pasturage because 
of the advance stage of bush 
encroachment — the omen of 
desertification. 

These bushes, feeding on the 
soil and consuming per unit 
the equivalent of 4 mm of rain 
through transpiration from the 
atmosphere’s moisture - con- 
tent, will prevent grass from 
growing even if and when it 
does rain. 

Through direct starvation 
and emergency selling Outjo’s 
stock population has been cut 
to 25 percent of its total. 

Today there are in the 
region 51000 head of large 
stock and 29 000 small stock. 

‘This represents a spread of 
one head of stock to 50 hec- 
tares, five times the normal al- 
location of one to ten. 

Previous evaluations had 
revealed that one third of 
farmers each had applied 
poor, reasonable and sound 
grazing control on their land in 
the past. 

But direct politics is also 


in the Outjo district who hap- 
pens to be surrounded on all 
sides by six: newly-arrived 
Siack neighbours who have all 
moved in during the past eight 
months just as he did, under 
the priority settlement scheme. 
It also happens that he is an 
HNP supporter. 
The friction presently being 
encountered between White 
farmers and newly-started 
Black farmers throughout the 


Outjo district is partly the ef- 
fect of the proxy socio 
economic civil battle being 
waged between the Central 
Government and the Ad- 
ministration for Whites — an 
ominous prelude to fiercer 
struggles to come for SWA’s 
limited agricultural 
countryside. 
ABUSE 

The White Administration 
and the large majority of the 
White (Nationalist) farmers in 
Jutjo allege that the priority 
scheme — in itself an excellent, 
one — is being abused by cer- 
tain applicants — for the most 
part Black. They maintain that 
the controls governing the 
implementation of the scheme 
in terms of the various prere- 
quisites it demands of aspirant 
farmers are not being strictly 
adhered to, thereby causing 
the scheme to fail. 

Judging by the evidence en- 
countered and interpretation 
given thereto by this news- 
paper and the other news- 
papers accompanied on the 
tour, it would appear that the 
White farmers and their Ad- 
ministration are largely cor- 
rect. 

The scheme is a good one. 
For the: sum of about 
R10 000 or 350 head of large 
stock or any mix or 
equivalent, a successful appli- 
cant acquires a farm through 
the intermediary of the 
Department of Agricultural 
Credit and Land Tenure 
(First-Tier). No interest is 
charged for the first three 
years and capital repayments 
commence only after the 10th 
year. 

REQUIREMENTS 

The requirements are that 
the applicant must have 
agricultural experience or at 
least to prove himself to be 
able to handle his new career 
with aptitude. The person 
must become a fulltime farmer 
and must physically occupy 
the farm he acquires on a ful- 
itime basis. The person must 
join the local Commando or 
perform a suitable alternative 


contribution to the military 
security of the region. 

Ar analysis of 63 cases 
where the State acted as an 
optional buyer in land deals in- 
volving farms in the Outjo dis- 
trict has revealed that specula- 
tion by Black Second-Tier 
authorities causing land prices 
to rocket far above the ruling 
market price and the Land 
Bank evaluation. 

ONE-IN-TEN 

Although these instances do 
not all involve the priority set- 
tlement scheme but also the 
so-called “One in Ten” 
Scheme (where in terms of a 
1979 AG Proclamation, land 
settlement was also to be en- 
couraged by permitting buyers 
to provide only a 10 percent 
deposit on the purchase price 
of the farm), they all form part 
of the same pattern of Black 
“encroachment” on traditional 
White farmiand in the district, . 
and the wave of reaction by 
White farmers. 

Of the 63 deals analysed, 32 
were shown to be established 
farmers who sold their farms 
or farm extensions. 

Eight unoccupied farms 
were purchased by Whites, 
and 17 by Blacks. 

An undisclosed (White 
Nationalist) source has stated 
that it is convinced that at 
least 12 of the aforementioned 
cases were sold not as a result 
of normal economic bargain- 
ing, but through outbidding 
the market price ruling at the 
time. 

Cases have been mentioned 
where certain Black Second- 
tier authorities had actually 
raised the going market value 
of Outjo farmland of between 
R10 and R15 per hectare, to 
as much as R25 or even R50 
per hectare! 

Few White owners can 
refuse such an offer, and in- 
variably do not. 

Damara, Herero and Nama 
Second-Tier Authorities have 
been accused of these “unfair” 
market manipulations, buying 
White farms with funds voted 
for emergency grazing, there- 
by appropriating land in the 











mame of the Second-Tier 
Authority and making those 
available to selected Black 
farmers. 

Apparently a valuable water 
source for Xhorixas was 
secured in this manner, where 
a farm containing rich springs 
was purchased for an 
astronomical price by the 
Damara Authority, outbidding 
the Nama Authority who had 
originally offered the White 
farmer a unit price twice the 
value of the land. 

Of the i7 farms sold to 
Black owners, nine were sold 
by White farmers who subse- 
quently moved, four were 
farms belonging to White 
farmers but had not been the 
seller’s only farm, and four 
were unoccupied farms 
purchased by Black farmers. 

This pattern therefore in- 
dicates that White-owned 
farms are being sold rather 
than unoccupied farms. 

Mr Jannie de Wet took the 
press along to six farms all 
sold under the priority settle- 
ment scheme to see what was 
happening on each farm after 
it had been bought with certain 
conditions written into the 
deed of transfer. Mr Adriaan - 

“Maans” Steenkamn 

had purchased Lazy Spade 
belonging to Mr Dirk Mudge 
in March the year at R25 per 
hectare, 6 600 ha in extent and 
situated some 50 kms north 
east of Outjo town, Lazy 
Spade fetched R162 000. Mr 
Steenkamp deposited 
R22 000 which he used from 
the sale of his farm near 
Khorixas. 

“For me the scheme has 
been a saviour,” he said. 

“If I had not used this op- 
portunity I would have gone to 
work for the Roads Depart- 
ment.” 

Mr Steenkamp explained 
that he had left his farm in 
Damaraland because of the 
drought, and with 400 stud 
stock on his new farm he war 
sitting tight for the next two 
years if necessary until the 
drought passed. He had no 


Black neighbours and was a 
member of the Commando. 
Mr Steenkamp has 25 years 
farming experience. He said 
that it took four months to 


and baby girl, since there was 
no house on the farm. It had 
been Mr De Wet’s grazing ex- 
tension. 

The deal went through in 
July last year, and to date, Mr 
Munke has invested about 
R60 000 in the farm.

Mr Thirion believes that it is 
inevitable that White and 
Black farmers should become 


neighbours in the changing 


political dispensation, but feels 
that each population group 

endeavour to stick as 
Close together as possible, and 
should only border on one 
another where i was neces- 


“I now have to travel 50 
kms if I want to visit 
someone,” he said. “It is the 
total isolation from other 
Whites that I find unaccep- 
table. I can tolerate Black 
neighbours on one or two 
sides, but not on all.” 

Mr Thirion went on to say 
that he did not foresee “trou- 
ble” if the Black farmers in the 
area kept ther numbers on 
each farm to a minimum and 
did not bring al! their relatives 
with them. 

He was dissatisfied that his 
Black neighbours were not the 
owners, but relatives and te- 
nants of the real owners. He 
said that he ..ad only met one 
of his Black neighbours who 
was in fact the owner of a 
farm. 

UNFURNISHED 

In most of the cases, the 

farmiouses stood empty and 


unfurnished although they 


were bought some eight’ 


months ago or more. 

Black owners were therefore 
not meeting the requirements 
of the priority resettlement 
scheme. They were absentee 
owners. 

Mr Thirion is a farmer who 
knows his business however, 
He showed us two young bulls 
in excellent conditon and the 
condition of his farm, despite 
the virtual total absence of 
grazing, was shipshape. 

He had piles of feed stacked 
near the barn, and had already 
done a little vusiness. 

“The scheme itself is good 
and the manner in which I 
have been assisted is satisfac- 
tory,” he commented. 

“I would never have been 
able to own land if it were not 
for this scheme: There are still 
many other young Whites like 


myself who will take the op- 


portunity. But more controls 
are needed to ensure that new 
settlers stick to the require- 
ments laid down in the 
scheme.” 

Mr Thirion read extracts 
from the deed of transfer he 
had signed, pointing out the 
conditions that the buyer must 
be a fulltime farmer, occupy 
the farm every day, and be a 
member of the Commando. 
He fulfilled ail these, but found 
it unjust that his Black 
neighbours did not, and that 
no action was being. taken 
against them. 

He mentioned some of the 
farms surrounding his one by 
one — Elandsfontein where the 
owner — a Mr Javara — visits 
his farm once a month, the 
farm Mooiplaas where there 
were not 139 cattle as there 
was supposed to be in terms of 
that particular deed of sale, 
and two farms owned by the 
Katutura brothers, also 
absentee owners. 

Mr Thirion said that many 
Bushmen had left the sur- 
rounding Herero- owned 
farms and came to him look- 
ing for work and food since 
they had become unemployed. 

“The Hereros don’t pay the 


across either physically or by 
hearsay, that had its owner liv- 
ing on the farm.

SWAPO GUERRILLAS SHOT--Windhoek--Security Forces had shot and killed 18 armed Swapo 
insurgents in northern SWA in the past fortnight, Defence Headquarters has an- 
nounced in Windhoek. All but one of the insurgents had been shot in a number of 
skirmishes south of Beacon 22 and Beacon 23 in Owambo. During the period under re- 
view, four members of the Security Forces were killed. Their names were released 
by Defence Headquarters in Pretoria. "Swapo terrorists were also responsible for 
one sabotage incident and the murder of an unidentified Owambo", the statement 
said. Another Owambo civilian died instantly when the vehicle in which he was 
travelling triggered a landmine near Eenhana. Ten civilians were injured in the 
landmine explosion and were admitted to a military hospital. Last Wednesday, a 
group of Swapo terrorists blew up telephone poles near Mahenene. "On the same day 
they murdered an unidentified Owambo civilian near Omaheva"” the statement said.

INTIMIDATION OF IGBO PEOPLE DE. DRED 

Igbos Ask Protection

[Text] Igbos living at Apiapum in Obubra Local Government Area, Cross River State, 
-have appealed to the three Governors of Cross River, Anambra and Imo States re- 
spectively, for protection of their lives and property. 


The appeal was contained in a strongly-worded petition addressed to the three gov- 
ernors on behalf of Messrs Raymond Okafor, S. I. Ahanonu and Osy Onwuche by Bar- 
rister Kanu B. Okpaleke, an Abakaliki based lawyer. 


According to the petitioners, more than 200 Igbos of Anambra and Imo origin resi- 
dent at Apiapum consist mostly of traders, drivers, mechanics and have been there 
for many years. 


On April 19, 1981, according to reports, there was a minor disagreement involving 
some boys in Apiapum market, one of whom was an Igbo, and the other Mbembe--the 
tribe which owns the Apiapum town. 


The fight exploded into a riot in which Igbos were hunted down all over the town 
and assaulted. 


Their homes were allegedly invaded by gangs of Mbembe youths who either looted or 
destroyed their property. 


Many of the Igbos were seriously wounded during the rampage and had to pass the 
night in the bushes. 


They regretted that "inspite of several appeals to the police headquarters at 
Obubra, no policemen came to the scene until 9 O'clock the following morning.” 


Ten days later, the clan head of Mbembe, summoned a peace meeting of both parties, 
including the secretary to the Obubra Local Government Council and the legislator 
representing the area in the Cross River State House of Assembly. 








It was agreed at the meeting that all property and money sized from the Igbos 
should be recovered and deposited with the clan head who should return same to 
the owners. 


According to the petitioners, it was also agreed that a committee comprising five 
members each be appointed from the two sides to investigate and submit a report to 
the Obubra Local Government Council on the loss of property sustaiaed by the Igbos. 


The petitioners regretted that since the peace meeting nothing practically had 
been done to alleviate the sufferings of the victims of the rampage. 


Although they have furnished the police with the names of some of their assailants 
no action seemed to have been taken by them, the petitioners added.

ALL said however, we find it provocative of 
anybody to come all the way from Lagos to

ONE wonders what Ubah Ahmed meant to 
achieve by invoking the incubus of civil war and 
mass persecution of the igbos. All efforts have 
been to destroy the sordid memory of the morbid 
past, in the interest of brotherliness and national 
continuity, and for a Senator to strive revive such 
old wounds is not only frightening but devilish.

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MANPOWER SHORTAGE SAID HINDERING FOURTH DEVELOPMENT PLAN

[Text] The implementation of large number of projects envisaged in the Fourth 
National Develcpment Plan may meet with difficulties like its predecessors becuase 
of the shortage of manpower to execute them. 


In a recent manpower study carried out in the country by *he Ministry of National 
Planning, the rate of manpower shortage now ranges between 30 per cent and 50 per 
cent in respect of a large number of senior and intermediate level categories of 


manpower. 


According to Dr. Udo Udo Aka, the Director General of Centre for Management Devel- 
opment (CMD) the situation may even be made worst if the States now planning to 
build higher institutions go ahead to build them because they would definitely in- 
crease the number of the needed manpower in the country. 


The manpower requirement in the Fourth National Plan based on the present strength 
of establishment position in both the public and private sectors indicates that 
the nation will require, on the average, two additional people out of every three 
people now on the important occupations. 


The manpower requirements during this period, that is 1981-1985, in some specific 
occupations showed that about 352 additional statisticians would be needed to the 
present workforce of 380. For the system Analysts and Programmers 272 would be 
needed to supplement the present number of 376. 


Also about 403 architects would be needed to supplement the present number of about 
412, for Estate Supervisors and Valuers 122 more are required to supplement the 
present number of 247. 


The others are: Civil and Structural Engineers, 9617 more needed to the present 
8069; Electric and Electronics 930 needed more to the present 1567, and Marine 
Engineers, 122 more are needed to join the present force of 371. 


It has also been estimated that 6,000 Executive and about 700 Administration offi- 
cers are needed for the implementation of projects in the country during this plan 
period.

GONGOLA GRAIN PROJECT--A total of 44,340 bags of assorted grains are now ready for 
sale to the public in Gongola State. A bag of guineacorn will be sold at 20 Naira, 
while a bag of paddy rice will cost 30 Naira. The Commissioner for Agriculture and 
Co-operatives, Alha‘i Abubakar Mutum Biyu, said in Yola that the assorted grains 
were stored by the state government under its Strategic Grain Reserves Programme 
during the 1977 and 1978 harvesting seasons.

FINAL SEISMIC STUDY TO FIND OFFSHORE OIL DUE SOON

[Text] One of the world's most sophisticated geophysical exploration vessels--T. W. 
Nelson now in the North Sea, is due back in Freetown later this year for the third 
and probably "final" seismic work for oil in Sierra Leone's offshore waters. 


Results of two previous seismic studies so far have been described as “encouraging 
and promising." 


But actual drilling according to competent sources, has been delayed because mobil 
Oil Corporation which is investing more than Le600 million on the entire project 
wants to achieve "very good" results. 


The additional seismic work therefore, the sources further confirmed, is to develop 
more detailed information as to the positioning of the oil wells for drilling. 


With the "black gold" already discovered just ten miles within Sierra Leone's ter- 
ritorial waters and where "abundant natural gas" has also been confirmed, Mobil is 
all set to throw in its most advanced technology. 





All being well, T. W. Neslon will arrive towards the end of september and unlike 
the previous studies will spend at least two months carrying out the seismic work. 


On the conclusion of what has already been described as "extensive programme", Mo- 
bil Oil Corporation which has majority shares will then commence offshore drilling 
operations. 


"It is anticipated that actual drilling will commence during the second half of 
this year," said President Siaka Stevens in his Annual Presidential Address deliv- 
ered to thic nation on June 5. 


Meanwhile, a new company--Offshore Services, has been formed by Sierra Leoneans to 
provide "logistics" and services to Mobil.

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ADB OKAYS LOAN FOR OIL PALM PROJECT

[Text] A delegation led by the Minister of Agriculture and Forestry has returned 
to Freetown after successfully negotiating a Le3.4 million loan with the African 
Development Bank (ADB) to finance the second phase development programme of the 
Gambia/Mattru Oil Palm Company over a five year period. 


The loan will enable the Company to develop an additional 5,500 acres of land in 
the Project area for Oil Palm production as an expansion of the Outgrowers scheme 
as well as to improve the operating conditions of the Nuceus estate and the Mill. 


The development programme will also include the construction of nine wells in some 
of the nearby villages and the construction of about 150 miles of feeder roads to 
farms and surrounding villages. 


Other aspects to be financed by the Loan include Mill improvement and a farm de- 
velopment credit. 


The Personnel to assist in the Mill operation is to be provided under Technical as- 
sistance while Extension Staff would be trained in operating the Nucleus and Out- 
growers farms. 


The objective of the development programme is to further increase Palm Oil Produc- 
tion with a view to reducing the importation of Vegetable Oil and thereby save 
foreign exchange through import substitution. 


It will also enable the Gambia/Mattru Oil Palm Company to develop utilized but 
otherwise potentially productive farm lands in the Project area thereby reducing 
Urban Rural income disparity.

Warning to Neighbors

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“Economic realities are therefore regarded by 
these countries as secondary to ideologies 
which have up to the present only caused them 
—= chaos, faminine, poverty and deterio- 
ration. ' 

“Should matters get even worse, South Africa 
will have no other choice but to put its security 
interests above humanitarian and economic 
ideals of a stable subcontinent. 

“Warnings in this vein have aiready been di- 
— at high level to some of our neighbouring 

_ States.” ‘ 

The terrorists responsible for the growing 
number of attacks in South Africa come from 
Mozambique — and infiltrate this coun 
mainly through Swaziland, a country with whic 
we have normally friendly relations. 

Mozambique is the last country which should 
allow terrorists to be trained and to muster in it, 
since South Africa provides it with port reve- 
nue, food and railway without which 
it would be in an even more parious state than it 
is in at present. 

Relations with Zimbabwe are deteriorating, not 
because South Africa wishes to be in a state of 
tension ~ith its northern neighbour, but be- 
cause Zimbabwe continues to blackguard South 
Africa and to throw its support behind the ter- 
rorist movements which aim to overthrow 
Government of this country (though Mr Muga 
hesitates, for the present, to allow these 
movements to train or station their men in Zim- 
babwe itself). 

Although South Africa has helped to aliay hunger 
in Zambia, and its railway system is vital for 
Zambian exports, that country’s leader, Dr 
Kaunda, continues to bite the hand that does so 
much to feed his people. He, like Mr Mugabe, 
has nothing but condemnation for South Africa 
in international forums. 

Lesotho, although it seems to be on better terms 
with South Africa since the Peka Bridge meet- 
ing last year between Mr P W Botha and Chief

ia Jonathan, still shows a Measure of hos- 


tility towards the Republic, blaming it falsely for 
attacks made by the underground “Lesotho Lib- 
eration Army,” the militant wing of a faction of 
the opposition Basutoland Congress Party. 
However, Lesotho, like similarly landlocked Swa- 
ziland, is not one of the neighbours to whom 
General Viljoen’s warning necessarily applies. 
What is important is that Mozambique, Zimbabwe 
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and Zambia, in particular, should be in no 
doubt whatsoever that the Government and the 
chief of its armed forces are not speaking 


lightly. 

South Africa will not hesitate to act against 
neighbours if its security is jeo ised by 
them — directly or through terrorists who use 
—— territories as staging grounds for their at- 
ta 

General Viljoen also makes some important 
points that should not go unheeded by South 
Africans too. 

Referring to terrorist attacks, he says that protec- 
tion of national keypoints is important, but pri- 
vate businessmen must also see to it that their 
interests are protected against sabotage. 

You may recall that this was the very point which 
The Citizen made after the recent series of 
bomb attacks in Natal, the Eastern Transvaal 
and Eastern Province. 

Businessmen should not wait for a serious loss of 
lives before they take precautions against terro- 
rism; they should g in security measures 
now. 

We also warned against the complacency of those 
who think that the attacks always happen some- 
where else; they never know when the bombs 
may have their own names written on them. 

In warning that steps should be taken to ensure 
that “ targets” cannot easily be attacked, 
General Viljoen says it is a classic method of 
terrorism to undermine the public’s morale. 

Nevertheless, he does not think that such tactics 

ill be successful because of the strong feeling 
against communism and the will to survive pre- 
valent among the people of South Africa. 

This is s3 in the case of Whites, in particular, but 
as Gereral Viljoen knows, the battle against ter- 
rorism cannot be won unless there is support 
from the Blacks as well. 


That is why we wholeheartedly support his state- 
ment that South Africa is economically and mil- 
itarily powerful, but should utilise time to the 
utmost to find viable solutions to problems and 
defuse situations which can be exploited by 
communists and terrorist organisations. 

The effort by the government of the day to accom- 
modate the fair aspirations of all in South Af- 
rica is, from a security points of view, among the 
highest priorities.

NYANGA PROTEST MARCH--Cape Town--More than 1 000 people gathered at St George's 
Cathedral in Cape Town yesterday and marched to Parliament to present a “protest 
script" to the Minister of Co-operation and Development, Dr Piet Koornhof. The 
crowd was stopped by riot police at the entrance to the Gardens and the head of 
Cape Town's Riot Squad, Colonel Piet van Rensburg, requested the people to return 
to the cathedral. About 25 church ministers were allowed to remain, surrounded by 
police. One of them, the Rev Siegfred Abrahamse, said they had been refused per- 
mission to enter Parliament to present the "script" protesting against the treat- 
ment of the Nyanga squatters. He said Colonel Van Rensburg had told them he would 
hand it personally to Dr Koornhof, who might be prepared to see some of the minis- 
ters at a later stage. Earlier security policemen had gone into the crowd to take 
down posters calling for the right of families to live together and recognition of 
the Freedom Charter. One security policeman was dragged into the crowd and punched, 
while other people held onto posters and were involved in struggles. One of the 
leaders of the protest march, Mr Jan de Waal, said after the marchers had been dis- 
persed they had "achieved what a group of concerned citizens had set out to do”.

He was commenting in a statement in Johannesburg on the death sentence passed by 
the Pretoria Supreme Court on Wednesday on three African National Congress men 
found guilty of treason. The statement reads: "Many, perhaps most, Whites will 
say that these persons involved in treasonable acts had it coming their way, where- 
as many in the Black community are deeply distressed and do not regard the con- 
demned men as criminals at all. Indeed, they are seen as heroes," Bishop Tutu said. 
"The SACC wants to reiterate its abhorrence of capital punishment, which brutalises 
all of us. We call on South Africa to change while there is time so that people 
don't become desperate and so are forced to use desperate methods. Capital punish- 
ment will not serve as a deterrent where people believe they are struggling for 
justice. It will only make them say ‘better be hanged as much for a sheep as for 

a lamb‘, and instead of attacking installations they will kill people. Please let 
us wake up and hear the cry of the depressed," Bishop Tutu said.

CONSUMER PRICE INDEX--The Consumer Price Index for all income groups rose by 2,3 
percent last month to bring the total increase since July last year to 15,5 per- 
cent, according to figures released by the Department of Statistics in Pretoria 
yesterday. Food prices on their own showed an increase of 0,4 percent during June, 
with the increase since July last year at 22,5 percent. For the lower income 
groups, the increase was 1,3 percent in June and 16,8 since July last year.

KABWIE DENOUNCES DETENTION WITHOUT TRIAL

THE judiciary should look into deten- 
tions of people without trial, suspended 
Zambia Air Force commander Major- 
General Christopher Kabwe said yester- 


day. 

‘*A detention without 
triaLis one of the most 
traumatic experiences in 
a person’s life and no 
one wants to be kept in 
prison for so long 
without trial — it is ter- 
rible and bitter,’ he 
said in an interview at 
his house in Lusaka. 

Gen Kabwe, who was 
detained with 13 others on 
treason charges was released 
on Saturday morning. 

He said he believed that 
in a democratic society like 
Zambia detentions without 
trial should not exist. 

‘You remove personal 


liberty and one does not 
know what to do.*" 


Asked whether he is bitter 


General Kabwe who was 
flanked by his wife. children 
and relatives laughed and 
said: “‘This is a difficult 
question. 

“It is not a question of 
being bitter, but a detention 
without trial is one of the 
most traumatic experience 
and I only hope that the 
judiciary and the State could 
look into this business of 
detentions without trial.”’ 

There were countries like 
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Nigeria where they have 
democratic laws on deten- 
tions. ‘‘A chap. detained 
would be taken to court 
within 48 hours.”” 

Asked on what grounds he 
had been released, he said 
this question could only be 
answered by the Director of 
Public Prosecutions or the 
State. 

But Minister of Legal 
Affairs and Attorney-General 
Mr Gibson Chigaga refused 
to comment on Gen Kabwe's 
release. 

On whether he would be 
prepared to go back to his 
post he said: “If it is a 
question of going back to my 
job. this is not up to me. I 


am prepared to serve the 


nation.” 

Gen Kabwe, looking re- 
laxed. said it was great to be 
re-united with his family. ‘‘I 
have been removed from my 
family for a long time and 
naturally I am happy to join 
them."’ 

He was detained at the 
Lusaka Central prison. 

He has appeared in court 
on several charges. Last May 
he appeared in the Lusaka 
magistrates court cn treason 
charges.

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CONSUMER PRICE REPORT NOTES EFFECT OF INFLATION ON POOR

(Text) The inflation rate for the lower income group in Zambia reached 15 per cent 
in April this year but dropped to 14.1 percent in June. 


This is contained in the Consumer Price Statistics published by the Central Statis- 
tical Office and released in Lusaka yesterday. 


The report says that increases in food prices are still the major contributing fac- 
tor to these fairly high inflation rates. 


This is because the low-income group spends a much greater proportion of their 
total expenditure on food that when costs rise, their cost of living is affected 
more than that of the high income group. 


During the past three months, there have been increases in the price of rice (up 
by 27 per cent), bacon {by 18 per cent), butter (by 39 per cent), sugar (by 12 per 
cent) and salt (by 25 per cent). 


According to the report, there have been some interesting price changes this year 
in the transport sector. Spare parts for cars were 5.8 per cent lower in June 
than in January but over the same period, the average labour charge per hour for 
car repairs went up by 21.7 per cent. 


Following the introduction of price control on used cars prices the index of used 
car prices fell by 4.2 per cent between March and May. However, it went up again 
in June by 1.9 per cent. 


On vegetables, the report says that prices vary according to availability. The 
more scarce a particular vegetable, the higher its price. 


But vegetable prices also differ considerably from one outlet to the next and it 
is this aspect that the report looks at. 


In some markets, vegetables are sold not by the kilogram but by the heap or bundle. 
Five types of vegetables sold this way--onions, tomatoes, sweet potatoes, rape and 
dried beans were selected and purchased a quantity of each from Kabwata market in 
Lusaka.

This was then compared with the equivalent price per kg that was paid for at 
Lusaka's City Market the same day. Four of the five items were more expensive 

at the city market than when bought by the heap or bundle at Kabwata market. Only

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MINEX SYSTEM TO BOOST NATION'S EXPORT EARNINGS

ZAMBIA’s export earnings will be boosted when she starts to sell 
some of her minerals to the European Economic Community 
under a new system called Minex. 


Minister of State for 
Commerce and Industry 
Mr Leonard Subulwa 
said this in Lusaka at the 
weekend when he ex- 
plained the stabilisation 
of export eamings to 
EEC markets. 


Zambia has for a long time 


been fighting to join another 
system known as Stabex in 
which countries covered were 
exporting goods to the EEC 
markets to earn foreign ex- 
charge. 

But Mr Subulwa said Article 
25 of Lome. lists the goods 
covered under the Stabex 
system as agricultural, fores- 
try. animal and oil products. 

Copper was not among them 
and that was why Zambia and 
other mincral exporting coun- 
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tries had not benefited from 
the Stabex system. 

He said during the Lome 
discussions ECC agreed to 
introduce Minex to operate on 
similar lines as Stabex. 

Minex covered minerals 
such as copper, cobalt, 
phosphates. manganese, 
bauxite, aluminium and tin. 

Iron ore, until 1983 will 
continue to enjoy the facility 
under Stabex and under Minex 
thereafter. 

Since the economy of Zam- 
bia was dependent on the 
mining sector, she automati- 
cally qualify under Articles 23 
(1) and 49 of Lome TI. 

This meant that she can 
apply for assistance when 
faced with the decline in EEC 
capacity to export mining pro- 
ducts to the EEC or decline in

[Text] Algeria has expressed interest in buying copper and zinc directly from 
Zambia instead of buying these minerals on the international market. 


This came to light over the weekend in Lusaka when the Algerian trade team and a 
Zambian trade group started a final round of talks on bilateral relations. 


Zambia has also shown interest in purchasing 1,000 railway wagons from Algeria. 


She also wants Algerian expertise in the development of phosphate mines north of 
Lusaka. 


Before the mines are fully developed, Zambia would like to buy phosphates from Al- 
geria for the Nitrogen Chemicals factory at Kafue for fertiliser production. 


A spokesman for the Algerian team said his country and Zambia had agreed to set up 
a joint copper fabrication plant but it had not yet been decided where this will 
be located. 

Depending on production, zambia will supply Algeria with copper starting next year. 


Zambia will supply 7,000 tonnes next year, 9,000 tonnes in 1983, 11,000 tonnes in 
1984 and 25,000 tonnes in 1985. 


Some of the products Zambia may buy from Algeria include iron and steel, galvan- 
ised sheets, heavy and light machinery for industries and office equipment. 


Apart from supplying wagons, Algeria may assist Zambia in the technical training 
of a number of Zambians in the industrial fields.

UNESCO will co-operate with the Government 
and people of Zimbabwe to create an efficient 
and effective system of education, its director- 
general, Mr AmadouwMahtar M’Bow, said in 


Salisbury yesterd>y. 


Mr M’Bow urged del-- 
gates at the first Zimba- 
bwe oaational education 
seminar held at the Uni- 
versity of Zimbabwe to 
strive to maintain a high 
level of production in edu- 
cation. 

“We live in a world in 
which rising costs are 
creating new problems for 
educationa] planners,” he 
said. 

Increased productivity 
at all levels of the educa- 
tion process, Mr M’'Bow 
added, could achieve ex- 
pansion without the un- 
bearable financial burden. 

Mr M’'Bow called on the 
seminar to consider wavs 
to strengthen educational 
pianning and administrs- 
tion mecnanisms at 
national, local and institu- 
tional levels. 

In Zimbabwe. he said, 
the content and structure 
of education need to be 
carefullv reviewed in the 
light of new priorties and 
needs of the country. 


He also stressed the {m- 
portance of adult educa- 
tion especially for those 
in the rural and deprived 
urban areas because most 
of the country’s citizens 
had no access to educa- 
tion until recently. 

“The task ahead will 
not be easy for it involves 
the building of a system 
based on the aspirations 
of the peeole and on their 
cultural heritage, as well 
as on the emerging na- 
tional development policies 
and priorities,” Mr M'Bow 
said. 


He listed critical areas 
requiring special attention 
in Zimbabwe as: 

@ Policy formulation and 
educational planning man- 
agement and evaluation; 
@ Curriculum develop- 
ment and research, teacher 
training and higher edu- 
cation;

SERIOUS bloodletting 
will result if the edu- 
cation system is

The warning was given 
by the chief education of- 
ficer for pianning in the 
Ministry of Education and 
Culture, Miss Fe Chung.

She said blocdietting 
could be caused by the

Miss Fe said: “Should 
the social forces try to 

whens the 
educationista remain con- 
servative, then such 
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changes will be effectively 
unattainabie.” 

She said a new educa- 
tion system had to be de- 
veloped to serve the new 
order in Zimbabwe. 


In another paper de- 
livered by Mr Samuel 
Mumbengegwi under the 
auspices of the Inter- 
national Inatitute for 
Educational Planning, 
which was established by 
UNESCO, several sug- 
gestions were made to the 
Government on changes 
needed in the educational 
systems. 

To make all primary 
schools equitable, Mr 
Mumbengegwi called on 
the Government to give 
ownership of urban 
primary schools to parent 
communities or boards. 


He said this would 
make all primary schools 
im the country private 
schools, but with cpen 
access to all pupils. 


Mr Mumbengegwi also 
suggested that no teach- 
ers be considered for pro- 
motion unless they had 
taught for at least three 
ye in rural schools. 


Such sa regulation, he 


added, could make teach- 
ing im rural areas more 
attractive than at present. 

The three major lang- 
uages in the country, 
Shona. Ndebele and Eng- 
lish, should be given equal 
weighting in the cur- 
riculum, he stressed. 

Mr Mumbengegwi urged 
that steps be taken as 8 
matter of urgency to col- 
lect data on the exact 
numbers of the school-age 
population, their growth 
rate, their flow through- 
out the system*and em- 
ployment prospects on 
leaving school. 

He warned that the 
rapidly expanding school 
age population of Zim- 
babwe was a_  socio-cul- 
tural phenomenon which 
could not be solved by one 
miuaistry alone. 

“What is needed a 
concerted effort, by the 
Government as a whole to 
educate the nation on the 
desirability of i‘miting 
family sizes,” he said. 

The problem of the 
rapialy growing school 
population could be solved 
by such a programme 
coupled with economic 
growth and prosperity 
among the people. . 








BRIGHT FUTURE FOR COOPERATIVES SEEN

THE co-operative move- 
ment wag bom in Toad 
Lane, Rochdale, England. 
On August 15 1844. 


This was the now cele- 
Srated occasion when 28 
cottog weavers. angered 
at the high price and low 
quality of food, contribu- 
ted £1 each as capital, 
set up their own shop, 
appointed one of their 
number om a part time 
basis to run it. and began 
buying bread. butter 
sugar, Oatmeal and can- 
dies. for distribution to 
themselves. 


These first co-operators 
had much more  iofty 
ideals than mere shop- 
Keeping. They planned 
ultimately to establish a 
self-supporting community 
amd to run a farm for the 
hbeneit of unemployed 
members. 

These projects never 
materialised, but “the 
co-op shop”. has become 
an important part of 
modern commerce. 

What this first societv 
Cid achieve was to estab- 
lush principles which have 
lasted until today. and 
form the foundaton of 
the present movement. 


The first principle is 
that of open membership, 
which means that anyone 
cam become a member 
(this most definitely in- 
cluded wowen right from 
the start), though there 
are generally certain 


limitations of age or in- 
terest. For example, mem- 
bers of a dairy society 
must be dairy farmera. 


Second is the principle 
of “one member, one vote”, 
bee here agaim there may 
be modifications in the 
case of societies which 
are unions of other socie- 
ties. 

Since it ts regarded as 
wrong for any one person 
to hold an umdue propor- 
tion of the total capital. 
the third principle is a 
limit on the amount or 
capital which any one 
member may hold. 


The capital bears in- 
terest at a low and stable 
rate determined bv the 
management committee. 
either by itself or in con- 
junction with the mem- 
bers. Because of the 
principles of open mem- 
bership and limited 
interest on capital. shares 
in co-operative societies 
do not fluctuate in value 
and no one can make a 
profit by trading in them. 


PROFITS 


Fourth, co-operative 
dividend is quite different 
from joint stock company 
dividend, which  repre- 
sents a share of the 
profitg allocated to share- 
holders in proportion to 
their cavital. 

The profits of &@ co 
operative society are 
regarded as surplus and 
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consequently the dividend 
paid to shareholders is 
calculated in propotion to 
each person’s patronage 
of the society and is not 
related to his holding of 
capital. 


ning the co-operative 
movement has spread to 
practically all countries 
of the world. There are 
now not merely con- 
sumers’ societies, but mar- 
keting societies, credit 
societies. producers’ socie- 
ties and many other such 
as housing, fishing, trans- 
port and electricity. 

The genera] principle of 
all these societies is that 
the members supply the 
capital and elect the 
management committee. 
The object is to provide a 
service for the members, 
not to make a profit out 
of other people. Any 
excess of income over 
expenditure — after pro 
viding for future develop- 
ment — is divided among 
members according to the 
amounts they have bought 
from or sold to the society. 

Today there are over 
200 consumer societies in 
the United Kingdom with 
a total membership of 
about 12 million peopie. 
These societies conduct 
about 10 percent of the 
total retai] business of the 


country. 





CSO: 


In Western Europe 
about 60 percent of all 
farmers are members of 
ome or more co-operative 
societies. They associate 
themselves in this way to 
set up an organisation 
which will either purchase 
farm input items, such as 
seeds, fertilisers feeding 
stuffs, imsecticides, trac- 
tors and other equipment 
for use by members, or 
will market its members’ 
crops. 

Credit societies consti- 
tute an important sector 
of co-operative activity. 
The essential feature of 
both rural and urban 
societies ts that loans are 
small and made only for 
productive purposes. The 
members of the society 
are known to each other 
and are therefore able to 
make a good assessment 
of the creditworthiness of 
amy applicant for funds. 

In some countries there 
are producers societies. 
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thougn these have never 
made as much progress 
as the other three main 
types. Producers’ socieues 
consist of workers who 
collectively set up a fac- 
tory to manutacture 
some product. 


In Zimbabwe there is a 
Co-operative Societies Act 
which provides for so 
cieues established on 
Rochdale principles to be 
registered. There is a 
government official called 
the Registrar. who has 
never been busier than he 
is now, owing to the 
surge of interest im co-ops 
im the past year. 

The Registrar wil] give 
advice to people wishing 
to form societies and will 
heip. them to draft a con- 
stitution. 


TRANSPORT 
There are nearly 400 
societies in Zimbabwe, 
mainly operating im agn- 
culture. Most are concern- 


ed with collective pur- 
chase of input items. 


There are, however, 
many other spheres of 
activity including market- 
ing of crops and provision 
of transport. 

People who have been 
resettled on land pur- 
chased by the Government 
are being encouraged to 
form themselves into co- 
ops in order to produce 
and market their crops 
more effectively. The 
number of xon-agricul- 
tural societies may not be 
large, but it is diverse. 


It imcludes several cre- 
dit societies, a Ddusiness- 
man’s co-op, 2 printing 
and publishing society, a 
handicrafts society and a 
watch-menders associa- 
tion. Among the oldest 
societies im the country is 
the Civil Service Co-op. 

In a prosperous and 
developing Zimbabwe the 
future horizon for the 
movement ig bright.

Most came from Mufa- 
kose’s areas A and G. In 
area A the rent increased 
by $640 and in area G 
it rose to $17.37 in some 
cases and to $20,22 in 
others. 

Some women complain- 
ed that the houses, which 
were not plastered and 
had no electricity, were 
too old and therefore not 
worth the rent they were 
being made to pay. 

One woman said: “I am 
s widow and not working, 
where am I going to get 
such a fot of money for 
rent?” 

They also complained 
about the short notice of 
the increases. “We were 
only called t- a meeting 
on Sunday by the coun- 
cillors and told that 
house rents would go up,” 
said Mrs Maggie C hihoko.

The comnany na 
bought five former com- 
mercial farms in the dis- 
trict. und is building core 
houses and buriley barns 
for each settler family 
accepted from the com- 
munal lands or nearby 
farms. 

“Each family wil) get 
a@ house, curing barn, ap- 
proximately 0.6 of a hec- 
tare for buriey growing 
and a plot of the same 
size for other crops,” Mr 
Mike Hodgson, the Tabex 
director in charge of the 
scheme, said yesterday. 
Big families — with 10 
cailédren or more — will 
get two units. 

“We charge a oomina! 
rent for the barn, and 
provide seed, fertiliser, in- 
secticides and other in- 
nuts on credit. But we 
will plough, contour and 
?2repare the land and seed- 
beds free. 


“Then, from the start 
of the growing season 
tn October, November, the 
farmer will be guided 
every step of the way by 
our experts and Devag ex- 
tension officers. 

“At the end of the sea- 
son, after we've bought 
his tobacco and deducted 
our expenses, Ne can ex- 
pect — at the base price 
for mext season of $2 a 
kz — to clear between 
$750 and $1000." 
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In addition, says Mr 
Hodgson, the farmer will 
be able to dispose of his 
maize or other crops as he 
pleases, with all income 
going to him. 

So far, 62 houses have 
been built, and 58 families 
are settling iv. They are 
being selected, with the 
help of Devag and Minis- 
try of Lands, Resettle- 
ment and Rure! Develop- 
ment officials, from the 
Chiweshe, Madziwa and 
Kandeya communal lands, 
with some coming from 
commercia| farms. 

“We're looking for hard- 
working, motivated reonle 
vas are wil’ -g to sesrn. 
and those with the type 
of famiiv whe can ae 
tie farmwork,” said Mr 
Anesto Mondeiri, Devag 
ag.icuitural officer for 
Chiweshe, 

Mr Hodgson agrees: 
“The criterton is that they 
are people whose horizons 
extexd beyond subsis- 
tence farming. 

“They don’t need to 
have grown burley before, 
in fact that may even be 
a disadvantage, if they've 

fcked up bad farming 

abits that need to be 
undone.“ 

Says Mr Mundeiri: “In 
the past, the protilem of 
the peasant farmer try- 
ing to grow burley has 
been the lack of inputs, 
knowledge of grading and 











curing skills. The Tabex 
schem wil overcome 

“For this first season we 
plan to settle 100 fami- 
lies.” Mr Hodgson says. 
“Tey can, in consultation 
with us, extend their 
houses, and we are look- 
ing next year to provide 
a school, perhaps a clinic, 
and social amenities such 
as a beerha!ll. 

“If this project ts the 
success We expect it to be, 
we will be examining 
other areas to start simi- 
lar schemes.” 

The Mount Darwin 
scheme has been highiy 
praised by Mr Kumbirai 
Kangai, Minister of Lab- 
our and Social Services, 
who said last month that 
it was ‘forward - looking 
and completely in line 
with Government policy’. 


Speaking at the annual 
meeting of the Air-cured 


Tobacco Association in 
Salisbury, the minister 
also noted that the buriey 
crop from just over half 
a hectare could earn the 
country $1800 in foreign 
exchange. 

For Tabex, this is one 
of the main objects of 
the Mount Darwin “family 
farm unit” settlement. 
Last season Zimbabwe 
produced 1,9 million kg of 
burley. 95 percent of 
which will go abroad for 
sale on markets which 
could absorb far more of 
the leaf. : 
- “We can sell all the 
country can produce and 
more,” says Mr Max Bed- 
dow, Tabex leaf director. 
“Last season peasant 
farme 2s produced 10 per- 
cent of the crop, and the 
key to further expansion 
of the burley harvest lies 
with them.”

Tobacco Association has 
launched a massive drive 
to increase Zimbabwe's 
burley tobacco crop five- 
fold and cash ‘a on the 
world shortages and 
high prices. 

Burley was the best 
peasamt cash crop lm 
northern Mashonaiand 
and parts of thhe eastern 
districts aad the record 
prices could boost rural 
development, the presi- 
dent of the association, 
Mr Piet Comradie. said 
yesterday. 


An agreement between 
the association and the 
burley tobacco consor- 
tium for the aext season 
meant a price of $2 a 
kg for the acceptable 
part of the crop if it 
was of normal quaity. 

If the crop was better 
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than ted ihe price 
would higher but 
whatever happemed the 
acceptable part of the 
crop would fetch at 
least $1.70 a kg. 


Mr Conradie said the 
acceptable part of the 
crop was of high enough 
quality to be saleable and 
92 percent of the last 
crop was on this stand- 
ard or above 

Burley couid be grown 
over much of Mashonva- 
lanc between Salisbury 
and the Zambezi escarp- 
men’ and was an idea’ 
croy) for peasant farmers 
altsough he urged com- 
mercial farmers to also 
yecome involved. 

The Agricultural Fin- 
amce Corporation would 
be offering loans to 
experiemced or motivated 
farmers in the communal 
areas and he hoped ai! 
the 1000 peasant farmers 
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who dropped production 
would get going again 
along with as many new 
tarmers as possible. 


The association § had, 
since its formation in the 
early 1960s, brought com- 
mercial and peasant 
farmers together aud «t 
present there were about 
150 commercial farmers 
growing burley and 
1000 peasant farmers. 


“The sky’s the lima.” 
said Mr Conradie. “We 
grew 2 million tonnes 
this year and we want 
to quinmtunle that. But 
that’s just a target: we 
want to gc far beyond 
that.
